TOWN OF DIDSBURY 

A BY-LAW of the Town of Dids- 
bury to provide Sewer Rates and 
for the levying and collecting of 
same. 

WHEREAS it is estimated that the 
cost of operating and maintenance 
of the proposed Sewer and Sewer- 
age Disposal system will be about 
$5020.88 per annum, which amount 
covers the annual Debenture pay-

portion at a uniform and equal rate 
of Ten (10) cents per lineal foot per
